SCHOOL BOARD REPORT. 


The Danvills schools have for the present year been 
under state supervision. Mr. Pitkin of Epping has been 
trying to keep them up to the requirements of the State 
Board of Education.. We hope that this new school law 
will prove of some benefit to some schools in the state to 
offset the extra cost of maintenance which it has incurred. 

The Eaton High School was under the care of Miss 
Abbie Cornell. On account of lack of pupils, the school 
board decided it was not practical to continue longer, and 
we voted to close this school temporarily, and the two 
pupils which were left went to Sanborn Seminary. 
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The South Danville primary schoolhouse did not meet 
the requirements of the state regulations, and because 
there was such a heavy expense to make it satisfactory, 
and on account of the winter season, it was thought im- 
practical to continue school in this building, so it was 
moved into the Eaton building, This- school has been 
very successfully taught by Miss Fronie Towle. She has 
given entire satisfaction to the school board, and so far 
as we know, to all parties concerned.
